The maltifarious details of the London Newspapers, which embrace 
nore or leas, every known subject, of geacral and of localinterest, added 
to the infinite variety of tasies and feelings that are to be censulted in the 
elections made frem them of topics for comment or for mere information, 
impose a task of no ordinary difficulty on those who are required to di- 
geet and arrange sach heteregenous materials for the public gratificativu, 
Were the general aspect of those contents as chvering as the flatterers of 
men in power would always induce us to believe their statements of 
improving commerce and increasing revenue wust be, the task would, 
notwithstanding its difficalty, be an agreeable one; bat when to exe- 
eute this with fidelity, we are called upn to eoumerate financial dif- 
foulties, commercial embarrassinents, diminishing resources. and a 
distressed and dissatisfied population; it requires an effort, which he 
who l@ves bis country and feels a deep and genuine interest in her 
welfare can alone appreviate, to become the recorder of that which he 
would fain hope was false, bat which every page that he examines for 
grounds whereon to justify his doubts, furnishes ym proofs too sisong aud 
too abuudant of its being all too true. * 


To those who know any thing of our peculiar! temperament and dis- 
position, itis unneecssary to say that we love to regard the bright side of 
every prospect, and are habitually given to predict the happicst reselts 
from things even of the slendecrest promise. There is a limit, however, to 
the cxcereise of this feeling, beyond which the most sanguine cannot go; 
and -we confess that pleased and delighted as we should be to see our 
country rising with new energies above all the obstacies of. the times, 
and instead of sinking beneath the accumulated evils that oppress ber, 
starting again for the goal of glory and prosperity, and rejoicing like a 
giant io ran Bis courac; yot truth, candour, and impartiality compel as to 
say, that the sun of Britain’s greatness is enveloped in such gloom, that 
we conceive the seasons wil] succeed each other and time perform more 
than one annus! circle before the horizon of her future fate will be distinct- 
ly defined, the turbulent elements of her political atmosphere tanquiliized, 


-or her noon of splendour as clear as we bave ourselves lived (o witness it 


before the lowering clouds which now darken it had gathered so thickly 
round. 

Sadging of our readers’ feelings by our own, we can casity under- 
stand, that the indulgence of such a train of reflections would be far from 
agreeable to them; and as their anxiety is perhaps more exercised towards 
facts than-vpinions, and their search directed after incidents rather then 
reflections, we shall seck their gratification as well_as our own rellef, aud 
we may add pleasure too, ia placing ‘before them the seading articles of 
pablic “information contained in our supplies of London Papers, which 
wore yesterday completed from the ist of June to the loth of July inclusive. 
Jn doing this, we shall atill confine ourselves to subjects of a general na- 
ture for the present, and take an early opportunity of completing the se- 
ries of Parliamentary Intelligence, which has suffered au interripiion in 
the order of ite dates, from the irregularity in which the Reports reached 


* wa, bat which we shall now, from the anbroken and perfect files of our 


supplies, be able to correct and to complete. 


A Specimen of the Times.—Fifty-two clothiers have, during the last 
20 years, carried on busioess at & borpugh town in Wilshire, and at their 
variows manulacteries afforded employment toa numerous population ; 
but now. the inbabitants of the place are sunk into pauperism and wret- 
chedness, for of their-52 employers, 0 are dead, 17 bave failed, 24 have 
declined, aed only 2 remain ia business. Nor is this a singular case, for 
there are within 6 miles of the above place, 4 other manalacturing towns, 
jn each of which the depression of trade has been equally severe.

Ait KR. H. the DUKE OF KENT, in the chair, opened the business, 


Mr. OW EN begged to submit to the meetifg the present state of the 
poor, that much might he done for their benefit, .and that he bad to pro- 
pose a plan for assembling a certain number of individuals together, in a 
sort of sqjall village or extensive poor-house, the model of which hvu exhi- 
biled en the table; that these people and their families might be sapport- 
ed by collegting a certain capital, and obtaining acertain quantity of waste 
land, on which by their labour. it might be usctully employed: he assert- 
ed, that whaever advanced capital would find it highly profitable, and that 
both the poor would be employed, whilst the opalent got occupation for, 
their capital, by bringing into cultivation poor and waste land, which 
otherwise would remain wholly uscless, 

Mr. RICARDO, M. P., said, he could by no means-agree in opinion 
with Mr. Owen, as to a capital being supplied by a certain number of, 
persons to be employed in the manner suggested. It was quite absard to 
suppose it could ever make an adequate return; by an adequate return, 
he meant a return affording an interest equalto what might be obtained. 
by emploving it in any other manner: as to any benefit that could arise ta 
the poorin general, he thought it more likely on an extensive acale to 
produce evil than good, and on no account would he sanction such a. 
scheme, anless it were proved to bim, that an adequate return would be 
made for the capital laid out, and a proportionate bencfit. would accrue to 
the community, 


Mr. ROWCROFT began by stating, that all new plans wee sure to 
meet with opposition, and this one of Mr. Owen’s would, it was probable, 
have a similar fate. He had noticed what strong epposition at the time 
had been made to the Gas-light Company ; from ail quarters objections 
had arisen; it had been held out to the couniry as a visionary scheme, and 
those forwarding the measare had been treated with ridicule and cone 
tempt; he (Mr. Rowcroft) however, was not to be deterred by the general 
opinion, but had persevered in recommending the formation of the Gas< 
light Company, and afier 16 years’ toil and anxiety, he was happy to say 
it was brought to a successiul end. and had been most advantageous to tha 
city of Leadon and the country. In the same mauner this pilav of Mra: 
Owen's, or any other new plan, was ecrtain to meet with opposition from 
ignorance or prejudice ; but he would advise Mr. Owen not to be deterred, 
but to persist maalully, When onoe hie plan was generally known and 
adopied, such would be the eagerness of individuals to forward the mea~’ 
sure, that there would not be paper enough in London to contain the names’ 
of the subscribers and promoters of it. The present was the fullest and 
mostrespectable Meeting, that had hitherto taken place on thesubject, and 
it was therefore incumbent on bis Royal Highness the Chairman to pro- 
ceed to move some resolutions op the subject to carry it fully into effect, 
aod then no further difficulties would occur. 


After some more observations, the Chairman, his Royal Highness, ob< 
served, it seomed the sense of the Meeting, that the plan proposed by Mr. 
Owen should be adopted; when 


Mr. MACKINNON, M. P., said he bad attended in consequence of 
the honour done him iw appointing bim ono of the Committce; he bad 
heard little of the plan before he entered the room, bat from the explana- 
tions given, and the model exhibited, there was no doubt it could never 
succeed asa measure of gcncral benefit to the poorer classes. Ii had beem 
well observed by Mr. Malthas, that popalation was pressing too closely om 
the means of subsistence ; now, this plan of Mr, Owen's, were it generally 
adopted, would act as a bounty on population, by cncouraging the increase 
of those who were to be provided for, ia the mauner recommended by Mr. 
Owen; but unless it comprehended the whole of the pauper population, 
which was impossible, it was in fact encouraging afew at the expense of 
the rest, ane leaving the mass of the population in a worse state than be- 
fore. by lavishing the means of the charitable and well disposed on a few 
instead-ofthe whole. Capital expended in bringing very bad land inte

Tares—As the Act for sowing a certain composition on the Assessed 
Taxes has now passed, a brief atcount of it may be useful to some, and not 
.unacceptable to all our readers. It appears, that the assessments made for’ 
‘the year,ending on the 5th of April last, shall remain at the same amonnt, 
to all persons who shall compound for the payment thereof, for the term of 
three years. The composition is an addition of 5 per cent. on the present 
assessment; and the advantage resulting from it is this, that if last yeara 
}man paid for window-tax five pounds, heis by the act allowed, for five shil- 
lings more, to open double or treble the namber of windows, at his own 
| diseretion; and in the same way for horses, carriages, and other assessed 
‘articles; with this proviso, that the increase in his establishment be made in 

articles of the same kind. A person, for instance, may, after paying his 
; composition-money upon one horse, keep two or more without any additi- 
‘onal charge of tax; but if to his horses be adds a carriage, he is still 
liable to the carriage-tax. No composition can be entered into under the 
act with any person who has become chargeable in the present year, by 
‘reason of any different or additional establishment set up before the Sth 
jof last April, to a greater amount of daty than has been charged upon 
‘him in Ris last year’s assessment, without including as well the amount 
/of duty so charged in the said asscesment, as the increased amount of du- 
ty so becoming chargeable by reason of sach different or additional esta- 
| blishment. 


If a person wish to take advantage of the composition only for three 
years in enlarging his establishment, be is required to give six months’ 
previous noticd of bis intention to discontinue the same, and must actual- 
ly have ceased to give the same one calender month prior to the expiration 
of the said period of 3 years. This is a point which we would recommend 
to all compounders to bear in mind, otherwise they may find themselves 
unwarily involved in a very scrious cxpence, greatly exceeding their 
means or wishes to pay. 


Composition on dwelliog-houses are to cease at the end of the year of 
removal, avd on other articles by the death of the party compounding. 


The montes to arise by virtue of the composition entered into undet 
this act, are to be payable at the same times, in the same proportions, 
aud to the same persons, as the duties of Assessed Taxes are now paya- 
bie. By the said act, too, any person may, by paying bis anaual composi- 
tion in advance, gain the advantage of a discount of 3 per cent per an- 
num, calculated for the period or periods by which each respective sum 
shall be paid sooner than the period prescribed for the paymeat thereof. 


» But a moiety of the annual sum payable by the composition entered iato, 


is to be paid within 10 days after the date of the certificate of composition, 
which compositicn capaot be entered into afier the Sist of October, 1819,

Bifficjent, we trust, to make them perfectly understood by those who 
bave no opportunity to read, or patience to examine, the act itself.

. Horee-Guards, 24 Jund, 1819.—At a general court martial, held at 
Plymouth Dock, on the. Sth May, 1819, and continued by adjourgments 
until the 21st of the same month, Paymaster Alexander Biggar, of the 85th 
(or Duke of York’s own) Regiment of Light Infantry was arraigned upon 
the undermentioned charges, viz.— 


1, For having embezzled and fraudulently misapplied several sums 
of public money, obtained from the War-office, through the medium of the 
mionthly estimates, and quarterly pay-lists of the 65th (or Duke of York’s 
own) Regiment of Light Iofantry, (or Bucks Volunteers) ander the heads 
of*- Pay aad additional allowances, rates to Innkeepers, and in licu of 
beer,” daring a period commencing on the 25th April, 1813, and ending 
the 24th Jane, 1818, inclusively, leaving an unsettled balance, at the latter 
period, of the gross sam of £1,300, or thereabouts. 


2d. For having Rantelenty endeavoured to conceal bis peculati- 
ony, by wilfally and knowingly imposing upon the officers paying com- 
panies, quarterly pay lists, as entirely conformable to their respective pre- 
viously settled monthly company abstracts for the coresponding’ periods, 
according to which abstracts the pay and other allowances had been issued 
by him té those officers. and by themduly paid and accoanted for to the men; 


whereas, in fact, such quarterly pay lists contained false and fraudulent 


eharges against the public, over and above the proper sums contained in 
the said abstracts; by which unjust and base means, he, the said Pay- 
master Alexander Biggar, fravdently obtained the sums of money set 
forth in the first charge, and embezzied and misapplied the same to bis 
own private use. 


3d. For most disgracefal and infamous condact, about the time of 
the month of Aagast, 1818, in advising, or endeavouring to persuade Wil- 
liam Buckmaster, Serjeant and Paymaster’g Clerk, in the Regiment, to 
desert, for the purpose of thereby lessening the body of evidence, which 
he, Paymaster Alexander Biggar, was conscious could be addaced againsi 
him, in support of bis corrupt and wicked practices exhibited in the two 
foregoing charges, being to the manifest prejadice of good order and mi- 
Jitary dicipline, and in direct breach of the Articles of War. 


Upon which charges the Court came to the following decision :— 


The Court having duly comsidered the evidence given in support of 


the charges against the prisoner, Paymaster Alexander Biggar, of bis 
Majesty’s,85th (or Duke of York’s own) Regiment of Light Iofantry (or 
Bucks Volunteers) as well ag what he has offered io bis defence, is of opi- 


nioa that he, the said prisoner, is guilty of the first charge. i 
In regard to the secon’ charge, that he the said prisoner is guilty, 


witb the exception, that he did not wilfully and knowingly impose upon 

the officers’ paying companies, quarterly pay lists, as entirely conformable 

to their respective previously settled monthly company abstracts, for the 
corresponding periods, . 

_ OF the third charge, the Court is of opinion that the prisoner is 

ilty. The Court do therefore adjodge, that the said Pay-master Alexan- 

er Biggar, of the 85th Regiment of Light Infantry, be Cashiered, and 


that he do mako good the sum of £1,300, or thereabouts, or such other 
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sum, or suais, as may be found due by the said prisoner, on the final ex- 
amination of his accounts of the 85th Regiment. 

The Conrt having closed its proceciings, cannot help expressing 
the great réluctante it feels in the performance of its painfal duty, when 
it reflects, that the prisoner has a wife, and ten female children, wholly 
unprovided for. 


His Royal Highness the Prince Regent haa been pleased, in the 
name and on the behalf of His Majesty, to approve and coufirm the G&nd- 
ing and sentence of the Court. ‘ 


Tbe Prince Regent at the same time observed, that the officers command- 
ing companies appear to have failed in the circamspection required from 
them,by not duly compariog and examining paymaster’s lists,and particalar- 
ly his disbursements of marching money, before they were induced by that 
officer, to affix their signatures to what he must have known to he errone- 
ous charges ;—and although, from the high discipliae of the 65th Remi- 
ment, and the general attention and exemplary. conduct of the officers, 
this failare would appear to have arisen in an inadvertent and misplaced 
confidence in the integrity of an unworthy individual, rather than from 
auy culpable negligence ; ‘yet the circumstances of the case appeared te 
his Royal Highness to render it essential, that the attention of the officcrs 
of the army at large shoald be drawn to the importance of a@ strict exathi- 
nation, before their certifymg signatare shalt be aflixcd to paymastera’ lists.

it is apparent, that the Officers of this Service are amenable to th: 
Articles of War for the betier government of His Majesty’s Forces, »: 
far as relates to the Commission granted by the Commander iv Chief in 
the name of His Majesty; bat we bave another Commission which | 
contend, is no more affected by the Regulations for His Majesty’s Forces 
than it is, by the Pragmatic Sanctions, or Salique Law ; and there is on 
justance, wherein bie Majesty’s Rules clash with those framed for th: 
government of the Company’s Forces, which last, I repeat, alone can in- 
validate our Company’s Commissions. 

The 11th Astiele of the 16th Section of H. M.’s Rules, declares, tha 
* No commissioned Officer who shall be convicted before a Gencral Cour 
Martial, of any offence, for which such Officer may be senienced to such 
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nishment as may he adjadged at the discretion of the Court, shall be ad- 
udged to be suspeuded: from doing @aty or from Pay.” Here, Sir; the 
Commission from his Majesty, shields the Company's Offce:s from suspen- 
sion from doing: duty,. aud may perhaps be eonsidered coasequently to 
shield them from a suepension of Pay; and Perge (which is not allowed: 
by-auy of those called :* Law Authorities ;") that the Commission we buld 
from the Governor-General completely gaards “ds ‘from the operation of 
the subsequent part of the Article. as far as affects our promotion, vim. 
* But the Court may in all sach cases adjudge any such Officer to lose 
bis rank or sach portion of hie rank io the Arms, in bis Regiment, Batta- 
lion, ke. according to the date ef bis Commission of his Seniority, at the 
discretion of the Court, by adjudging such Officer to be placed: lower on 
the List of the rank which auch Ofcer may bold in the Army, &c.” 


I shall perhaps be #ble hese to illastrate my pesitivn by putting a 
ease.

His Majesty's Regulations, and “ sentenced to lose one step 
in- bis Regiment, that is to say, that be shall take rank as a Lieutenant 
in the Regiment below Lieutenant A——, and ebeve Liestenant K—~ ; 
and that his Commission as Lieutenant ‘shall bear date and have effect 
from one day after the date of the Regimental Commission of Lieatenant 
A—— in the —— Regiment. As Lieutenant A’s Commission from His 
Majesty héreby becomessenior, Lientenant K — must obey bim, because 
his Commission from the Governer General (which faver bas not been af- 
feeted by the sentence of a Court Martial which. did not try him by the 
Rules of that serviee in which this latter Commission gives him rank, leaves 
him below ai! Officers having Commissions fom the Commander in Chief, 
im the name of His Majesty. The Court ought, Feonceive; in this case, 
to have explained a distinction, which appears to me Indispensible, viz« 
~ That acting uoder the Rules and Regulations for the government of Hia 
Majesty’s Forces, the Court has awarded a punishment to Lieutenant K, 
authorized therein, and which must bear op the Prisoner as holding & 
Commission from His Majesty. But as far oe relates to the Commission 
held by Liewtenant K. from the Governor General on bebalf of the Hono- 
rable Company. the Court is constrained by Act of Parliament and by. | 
' His Majesty’s Rezulations implicitly to abide by a distinct Code, oxpresa~ 
\y framed for the Government of the Company's Forces, instituted, ke. &e, 
whichCode does no? authorize the sentence awarded agaiost Lieutesaot 
K. and the Court codsequently declares, that its powers do not extend to 
the Lieutenant’s Company's Commiasion, the Regulations of the Com- 
pany’s service not baving been acte+ on; aad the Courtis of opinion, 
that Lieutenant K’s. standing for promotion in his Regimeotis not affected 
by this senience, and thatin wriue of his Company's Commission be is 
entitled to promotion before Lieutenant A—— : al bough in virtue of their 
respective Commissions frow his Majesty. he must do duty uader Licu- 
teoant A——, uutid that promotion take place. 


Fam wel aware, thet the * Law Authorities” have given their opie 
nion * that if any of the Company’s Officers here a Brevet Commission, in 
the King’s Army, ko. they full woder the description of persons commis- 
sioned by Bis Majesty, and the annaal Mutiny Act containing this des- 
cription would extend to them”; but this Sir, is only the opinion of the 
Law Authorities who dp vot appear tabavecxamined the subtle distinction 
the case may be considered to admit ; for the Commission from the King 
merely relates to our duties im the Wield isc. and that from the Company 
is the sine qua won, which seeurcs to us promotion, our claim to which can 
be annulled only by Order of the Court of Directors, or, by the Sentence 
of a Court Mariial, ebid-ng by the Code expressly fromed for the Govern- 
ment of the Company's Fuices, and which @ Court Ma:tial bas no power 
to alter or extend: aud that Code, docs not admit of an. Olicer being 
placed lower ia the liat of the Company’s Army.
